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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13 are pending in the present application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a transposon nucleic acid sequence. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-13, drawn to a method of producing a deletion derivative of a polypeptide 
coding sequence. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The inventions of Groups I and II fail to have a 
single general invention because the features recited in claim 1, for example, have been 
previously disclosed such that the groups do not share a special technical feature. For example, 
Coros et al.(J. Mol. Bio. (2001) 310, 299-309) disclose a transposon nucleic acid, specifically 
Mu transposon. Coros et al. disclose mutations in the Mu-host junction end region. Because 
such mutant transposon nucleic acids are found in the art the Groups do not share a single 
general inventive concept. 
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Moreover, Group I is further restricted to a single sequence for examination. Nucleotide 
sequences of the instant claims are subject to a restriction requirement. Nucleotide sequences are 
structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are 
thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 35 
U.S.C. 121 . Absent evidence to the contrary, each such nucleotide sequence is presumed to 
represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 
35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. Accordingly, in most cases, only one (I) independent 
and distinct sequence will be examined in a single application without restriction. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
